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INTRODUCTION

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee. 


Ladies  and  Gentiemen, 

It  has  been  our  aim  to  secure  in  Bingley  a sound  domiciliary 
service  covering  midwifery,  home  nursing  and  health  visiting. 
This  to  a large  extent  has  been  obtained.  The  next  essential  is  a 
modern  fully  equipped  Health  Centre  with  every  facility  for  mother 
and  child  care.  Your  Committee  are  fully  aware  of  our  present 
handicap  in  this  respect.  Lastly  we  should  have  convenient 
Centres  of  a simple  character  in  the  outlying  townships,  such  as  are 
already  available,  for  instance,  at  Harden  and  Cullingworth.  I feel 
there  is  need  for  some  extension  at  Eldwick  and  Cottingley,  par- 
ticularly with  the  large  housing  undertaking  of  your  Authority  in  the 
latter  place. 

The  present  Health  Service  is  directed  to  supplement  the  care 
devoted  to  each  family  by  the  General  Practitioner,  and  we  are,  as 
he  is,  concerned  with  each  member  of  the  family  from  infancy  to  old 
age.  It  is  an  obligation  to  foster  the  child  and  the  aged  person  in 
their  own  homes  and  reduce  much  admission  to  hospital  for  both 
mental  and  physical  illness. 

The  Birth  Rate  increased  from  13.9  in  1949  to  14.6  in  the  cur- 
rent year  and  the  Death  Rate  from  13.94  to  15.04.  The  local  Com- 
parability Factor  of  0.92  gives  a Standard  Death  Rate  of  13.84.  In- 
fantile Mortality  at  15  per  1,000  Live  and  Still  Births  followed  the 
record  rate  of  13  in  the  previous  year.  This  does  reflect  the  high 
standard  of  maternal  care. 

Infectious  Disease. 

The  outstanding  feature  was  the  fall  in  notified  cases  of  Pul- 
monary Tuberculosis  from  28  to  12,  and  equally  satisfactory  was  the 
increased  speed  with  which  cases  were  removed  from  the  waiting  list 
and  admitted  to  Sanatorium. 

By  submitting  monthly  District  and  Divisional  reports  I have 
endeavoured  to  acquaint  your  Committee  with  the  broad  field  of 
Public  Health  as  it  affects  your  community.  The  figures  before  you 
give  a somewhat  inadequate  picture  of  the  scope  of  the  Department’s 
interests. 
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I have  derived  much  benefit  from  the  active  interest  and. help 
of  your  Chairman,  Mr.  John  Wild,  and  the  members  of  your  Com- 
mittee. Lastly  I am  most  indebted  to  my  fellow  officials  for  their 
kindly  and  helpful  co-operation  and  advice.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

During  the  year  1950  steady  progress  was  made  in  improving 
environmental  conditions  in  your  area. 

The  restarting  of  the  waste  water  closet  conversion  scheme  after 
a standstill  of  some  ten  years  was  most  gratifying  although  costs  have 
gone  up  to  three  times  the  pre-war  figure. 

The  income  from  salvage  collection  was  £1,788  and  by  the  end 
of  the  year  waste  paper  was  making  an  extremely  high  price.  It 
was  possible  to  get  back  to  regular  weekly  emptying  of  dustbins  on 
the  pre-war  standard. 

The  survey  of  sanitary  accommodation  in  factories  was  completed 
and  considerable  improvements  have  been  effected. 

Attention  was  paid  to  food  hygiene  and  several  lectures  were 
given  in  conjunction  with  routine  instruction  during  the  course  of  ■ 
inspection  of  food  premises. 

Routine  inspections  were  well  maintained  and  details  of  work 
done  appear  in  the  following  pages. 

I desire  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  and  also  the  other  Council 
officials  and  members  of  my  staff  for  loyal  co-operation.

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Social  Conditions 


Bingley  is  a pleasant,  favourably  situated  town  with  industrial 
centre,  residential  perimeter  and  an  extensive  green  belt  beyond.  The 
outlying  villages  of  Wilsden,  Harden,  Cullingworth,  Eldwick  and 
Gilstead  are  included  in  the  Urban  District.  The  staple  industry 
is  woollen  textiles:  additional  industries  include  manufacturing,  join- 
ery, tanning,  engineering,  market  gardening  and  dairy-farming. 

The  population  are  energetic,  independent,  with  extensive  in- 
terest in  the  arts  and  physical  recreation.  Ample  provisions  are  made 
for  parks,  playing  fields  and  recreation  grounds.  A Town  Planning 
Scheme,  operating  since  1936  under  the  Town  Planning  Act,  1932, 
controls  an  area  of  11,259  acres.  The  area  of  Private  Open  Spaces 
is  1,133  acres,  the  residential  building  area  5,897  acres,  and  the  in- 
dustrial building  area  133  acres.  Preliminary  work  has  been  carried 
out  reviewing  this  Scheme  since  the  end  of  the  War. 

Population  and  Employment 

Transfer  of  labour  to  and  from  the  district  during  the  year 
was  negligible.  58  Italian  workers  were  received  and  these,  along 
with  most  other  foreign  workers  employed  in  the  district,  reside  mainly 
in  Bradford.  There  are  now  fewer  foreign  male  workers  employed 
on  work  customarily  done  by  women. 

Since  the  formation  of  the  Ministry  of  National  Insurance, 
which  has  been  responsible  for  exchanging  National  Insurance  Cards 
since  1948,  no  records  are  available  of  various  industries  for  the 
Bingley  district.  The  following  details,  however,  have  been  extracted 
from  various  returns  available: —

General  Public  Health  Services  for  the  Area 
Medical  Practitioners  Liaison 

The  Department  has  enjoyed  the  support  and  co-operation  of 
Family  Doctors  who  carry  the  large  burden  of  ill-health  in  the  com- 
munity. Contacts  between  General  Medical  Practitioner  and  Home 
Nurse  and  midwife  are  already  close.  The  development  of  Care  and 
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After  Care  provides  scope  for  the  promotion  of  an  equally  close  re- 
lationship between  Health  Visitor  and  Doctor.  Medical  Practitioners 
locally  are  gradually  using  the  services  of  the  Health  Visitor  to  provide 
socio-medical  histories,  and  further  extension  of  this  service  is  en- 
visaged. 

Hospital  Liaison 

Cases  admitted  to  Shipley  Maternity  Home:  cases  of  Infectious 
Disease,  and  aged  persons  admitted  to  Part  III  accommodation  and 
certain  Hospitals  are  provided  with  After  Care  Service.  Much 
remains  to  be  done,  however,  in  other  Hospitals  to  cover  the  social 
needs  of  inpatients,  and  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  full  significance 
of  Care  and  After  Care  Service  is  realised  either  publicly  or  pro- 
fessionally. Whereas  the  personal  physical  needs  of  the  patient  are 
fully  investigated,  his  social  problems  lie  fallow  and  a burden  on  his 
or  her  mind,  and  frequently  a major  factor  in  the  illness.  The  Health 
Visitor  is  trained  for  this  very  purpose  and  is  available  to  the  public 
and  the  Doctors  to  meet  family  problems  related  to  illness. 

Maternity  Home 

Shipley  and  Bingley  Maternity  Home  has  20  beds  for  normal 
patients.  Priority  for  admission  is  granted  on  the  basis  of: — 

i.  Abnormal  history. 

ii.  Primipara. 

iii.  Multipara  4 +. 

iv.  Social  conditions. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  Matron,  Miss  Beaulah,  for  her  co- 
operation in  this  work. 

Bingley  Hospital 

One  bed  is  available  for  maternity  cases,  usually  presenting  some 
complication  of  labour. 

Nursing  Homes 

There  are  two  private  Nursing  Homes  within  the  Bingley  Urban 
District  as  follows: — 

(a)  “Thornfield,”  Micklethwaite,  Bingley — Proprietress:  Mrs. 
E.  Brown — 10  beds  (available  for  maternity  cases). 

(b)  “ Elmhurst,”  Nursing  Home,  Hall  Bank  Drive,  Bingley 
— Proprietress,  Mrs.  J.  Pennington — 6 beds  (medical 
cases). 

Both  are  subject  to  inspection  on  behalf  of  the  licensing  authority 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres* 

Mornington  Road»  Bingley 

Reference  should  be  made  to  the  1949  Report  for  details  of 
Clinics  held  and  accommodation  provided. 

Pending  the  opening  of  an  ‘ ad  hoc  ’ Occupation  Centre  at 
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Keighley  for  the  training  of  mental  defectives,  5 rooms  on  the  first 
floor  of  Mornington  Road,  Bingley,  are  used  for  training  of  up  to  45 
persons  from  the  Keighley  and  Shipley  Divisions.  The  centre  is 
administered  by  a Mental  Health  Sub-Committee  of  the  West  Riding 
County  Council.  It  is  equipped  to  provide  3 classes,  a dining  room, 
a large  room  for  physical  exercise  and  games,  and  a small  room  is 
available  for  the  use  of  staff.  A midday  meal  is  provided  and  milk 
distributed.  ’Bus  and  taxi  transport  convey  certain  children  to  the 
Centre.  The  hours  of  opening  are  9-30  to  3-30.  During  school 
sessions  training  covers  personal  hygiene,  recreation,  games,  crafts 
and  there  is  adequate  medical  and  nursing  supervision  and  routine 
medical  inspection.  An  active  Parents’  Association  has  been  formed. 
While  it  is  recognised  that  there  are  disadvantages  such  as  obsolete 
toilets,  a stair  approach  and  a complete  lack  of  grounds  for  the  chil- 
dren, as  a temporary  amenity  the  Centre  is  of  considerable  value, 
and  over  30  children  are  provided  with  a fuller  life  and  active  social 
interest  with  training. 

There  is  urgent  need  for  a Health  Centre  in  Bingley  providing 
modern  facilities  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  and  School  Health. 

Royd  House,  Wilsden 

The  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  fortnightly  on  Tuesdays,  2 
p.m.  to  4 p.m.,  when  a Doctor  and  Health  Visitor  are  in  attendance. 

Memorial  Hall,  Harden 

The  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  fortnightly  on  Wednesdays,  2 
p.m.  to  4 p.m.,  when  a doctor  and  Health  Visitor  are  in  attendance. 

Church  Schoolroom,  Cullingworth 

The  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  fortnightly  on  Wednesdays, 
from  2 p.m.  to  4 p.m.,  when  a Doctor  and  Health  Visitor  are  in 
attendance. 


Bingley  Hospital 

Bingley  Hospital  has  68  beds  for  general  medical  and  surgical 
care  of  patients.  The  Hospital  is  under  the  control  of  Bingley, 
Keighley  and  Settle  Hospital  Group  and  is  served  by  the  medical 
practitioners  locally  who  call  on  the  services  of  Consultants  from 
Bradford  and  elsewhere.  There  is  a resident  House  Surgeon  in  the 
Hospital. 

NURSING  STAFF.  There  is  a Matron,  Sister  and  approx- 
imately 25  nursing  staff  in  addition  to  ward  orderlies  and  nursing 
trainees.

Ambulances 

Bingley  is  served  by  the  Keighley  Depot  of  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  Ambulance  Service. 
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Day  Nurseries 

A Day  Nursery  is  being  erected  in  Myrtle  Park,  Bingley,  for  the 
accommodation  of  50  children  under  5 years  of  age.  The  structure 
is  composed  of  3 nurseries  for  infants,  tweenies  and  toddlers  respect- 
ively. There  is  ample  bathroom  accommodation,  an  isolation  room, 
laundry,  kitchen  and  separate  washing-up  room,  drying  and  airing 
rooms  and  accommodation  for  matron  and  staff. 

The  general  layout  of  the  Nursery  effects  considerable  improve- 
ment on  the  standards  of  pre-fabricated  structures  provided  during  the 
war  and  the  site  provided  by  Bingley  Council  affords  ideal  surround- 
ings for  young  children. 

Domiciliary  Services 
Care  of  the  Aged 

The  dominant  trend  in  the  population  is  the  increasing  number 
of  aged  persons.  This  presents  problems  of  economic  and  social 
character.  Increased  expenditure  is  implicit  in  the  development  of 
any  scheme  designed  to  prevent  infirmity.  It  is  difficult  for  many 
to  realise  that  present  expense  may  be  future  economy.  Our  aim  is 
that  the  aged  person  should  live  at  home  rather  than  in  Homes,  where 
possible  leading  an  active  life  amidst  familiar  scenes  and  among 
personal  friends.  To  this  end.  District  Nursing  developed,  in  the  first 
instance  under  voluntary  agencies,  and  care  of  the  aged  in  the  past 
was  rendered  by  Nursing  Associations.  A pre-survey  of  the  projected 
extension  of  Geriatrics  is  given  below: — 

1.  The  provision  of  Hospital  accommodation  under  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board. 

2.  Provision  of  Part  III  accommodation  under  County  Wel- 
fare organization. 

3.  Provision  of  Convalescent  and  Nursing  Home  accommoda- 
tion. 

4.  The  extension  of  Aged  Persons’  Hostels  for  men  and  women 
separately  or  together.  This  latter  provision  meets  a limited 
demand  for  persons  with  peculiar  social  need. 

Accommodation  for  the  sick  aged  is  provided  at  St.  John’s  Hos- 
pital, Keighley.  Accommodation  under  the  County  Welfare  Officer 
for  the  infirm  aged  and  those  requiring  hostel  accommodation  are 
provided  at: — 

“ The  Shroggs,”  Steeton — 16  places  for  women. 

Hillworth  Lodge,  Keighley — mixed  accommodation  for  200 
men  and  women. 

Morton  Banks,  Riddlesden — accommodation  for  20  men. 

A full  report  of  the  Clubs  about  to  be  established  will  appear  in 
the  1951  report. 

Home  Helps  for  the  Aged 

A necessary  development  has  been  the  extension  of  domestic  help. 
Some  progress  was  recorded  and  Health  Visitors  and  other  workers 
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advised  on  the  requirements  of  each  individual  case.  In  some  instances 
assistance  is  granted  by  the  National  Assistance  Board  through  their 
officers. 


Home  Nursing  Service 

District  Nurses  have  been  absorbed  into  the  Health  Service  and 
at  present  form,  with  the  Midwives,  our  closest  link  with  the  General 
Practitioner  service. 

Close  contact  has  been  maintained  with  the  supervisory  staff  at 
County  Hall  and  much  assistance  derived  therefrom. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Home  Nurses  and  the  Divisional  Medical 
Officer  have  been  held  at  the  Town  Hall,  Shipley.

Care  and  After 

Care 

Health  Education  Propaganda 

Use  was  made  of  the  facilities  provided  by  the  Central  Council 
for  Health  Education.  The  services  of  the  Central  Council  were 
curtailed  by  the  loss  of  Area  organization,  but  material  was  provided 
by  the  West  Riding  County  Council. 

Posters,  leaflets,  lectures  and  information  to  the  Press  were  issued 
on  various  health  subjects,  with  special  emphasis  on  health  education 
being  applied  at  the  Clinics  in  the  area. 

Convalescent  Homes 

Under  the  County  CounciPs  scheme  25  local  patients  were 
admitted  to  Convalescent  Homes,  travel  arrangements  being  made 
where  necessary.  Patients  were  required  to  pay  a proportion  of  the 
cost,  according  to  their  ability  as  assessed. 

Home  Helps 

97  cases  of  illness  in  the  home  were  afforded  domestic  help  during 
the  year.  Many  of  these  were  cases  which  had  received  treatment  in 
Hospital. 
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Laboratory  Service 

Existing  arrangements  for  collection,  delivery,  examination  and 
reports  on  speciments  and  consequent  preventive  action  remain  un- 
changed. 

Practically  all  samples,  bacteriological,  water,  and  milk  were 
submitted  during  the  year  to  the  Bradford  Laboratory  of  the  Medical 
Research  Council.  Prompt  delivery  secures  early  reports,  and  delay 
is  minimised  by  the  proximity  of  the  Laboratory  and  a preliminary 
telephone  report  from  the  Bacteriologist.  This  has  been  of  great  ser- 
vice in  many  different  ways,  reducing,  for  example,  periods  of  ex- 
clusion from  school,  nursery,  and  work;  providing  early  diagnosis 
and  permitting  early  preventive  action  in  the  control  of  infectious 
disease. 

We  have  again  been  indebted  to  Dr.  Tomlinson  and  his  staff  for 
their  consistent  courtesy  and  expert  help  in  the  Laboratory  and  the 
field  throughout  the  year.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 
( Including  T uberculosis  ) ♦ 

Whooping  Cough.  77  cases  were  notified.  An  effective  prophy- 
lactic, the  Michigan  Virus,  is  under  continuous  trial  by  the  Medical 
Research  Council.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  next  few  years  it  will  be 
released  through  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  use  by  Doctors 
through  the  National  Health  Service  or  Clinics.  The  efficacy  is  high. 

Measles.  There  were  136  cases  with  one  admission  to  Hospital, 
a considerable  fall  on  the  number  notified  in  the  previous  year. 

Poliomyelitis.  Of  4 cases  of  Poliomyelitis  in  the  area  one  proved 

fatal. 

Tuberculosis.  12  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  (7  males 
and  5 females)  were  notified,  and  the  corresponding  figures  for  Non- 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  a total  of  5 (1  male  and  4 females). 
5 deaths  (5  males)  were  notified  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in- 
fection, 3 deaths  (2  males  and  1 female)  were  attributed  to  Non- 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  A well-equipped  and  staffed  Clinic  at 
“ Farr  Royd,”  Shipley,  provides  diagnostic  facilities  (including  an 
X-ray  plant),  and  mild  cases  are  medically  supervised  and  treated 
by  the  Consultant  Tuberculosis  Officer.  Admissions  to  Sanatoria 
are  now  arranged  through  the  Sub-Regional  Booking  Bureau,  Brad- 
ford, while  domiciliary  supervision  and  After  Care  are  provided  by 
the  Clinic  staff  which  includes  a Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  attached 
to  the  staff  of  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer.  Personal  contact  on 
cases;  interchange  of  records;  and  information  on  such  subjects  as 
housing  needs,  the  provision  of  equipment  and  accessories  for  the 
tuberculous,  provision  of  milk  and  remedial  exercises  for  certain 
chest  conditions,  emphasise  the  close  nature  of  co-operation  that  exists 
between  the  preventive  and  curative  staff  combating  chest  disease. 

Scabies 

Scabies  is  treated  free  of  charge  at  Spurr  Road  Cleansing  Centre, 
This  is  an  old  A.R.P.  Decontamination  Centre  which  has  been 
adapted  and  redecorated,  with  hot  and  cold  showers,  undressing  and 
dressing  rooms,  and  nurse’s  room. 

The  method  of  treatment  is  by  Benzyl  Benzoate  after  showering 
of  patient.  Contacts  are  encouraged  to  attend  and  usually  receive 
one  treatment. 

There  has  been  a rapid  decline  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Scabies 
since  the  end  of  the  war. 

Secondary  infections  are  few  and,  generally  speaking,  one  treat- 
ment suffices. 

One  session  is  held  weekly,  but  the  Centre  can  be  opened  at 
any  time  in  emergency  at  24  hours’  notice. 

Louse  Infestation 

This  continues  to  be  persistently  present  among  a percentage 
of  the  population,  particularly  the  pre-school  and  school  child, 
although  it  is  difficult  to  estimate  its  prevalence  in  the  young  adoles- 
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cent.  The  control  of  louse  infestation  is  a perennial  problem,  usually 
identified  with  School  Medicine.  Reports  are  submitted  monthly 
to  each  group  of  School  Managers  and  the  total  number  of  infested 
cases  and  the  follow-up  in  connection  with  each  is  given.  The  general 
principle  adopted  is  that  the  mother  is  in  the  first  case  encouraged 
to  co-operate,  and  where  a case  is  found  either  of  louse  infestation 
or  nits,  other  members  of  the  family  are  examined.  The  reservoir 
of  infection  for  most  schoolchildren  is  generally  the  micmber  of  the 
“ problem  family.”  Such  are  the  methods  of  treatment  available 
and  their  efficacy  that  there  is  no  reasonable  excuse  for  a child  con- 
tinuing to  be  infested  over  a period.  By  tact,  persistence  and  con- 
scientious application,  the  School  Nurses  and  Health  Visitors  have 
enormously  reduced  the  incidence  of  infestation  in  the  population.

WATER  SUPPLY 

Rivers  and  Streams 

9 investigations  were  carried  out  in  connection  with  the  pollution 
of  streams.  The  worst  case  was  concerned  with  the  discharge  of 
effluent  from  a tower  of  grass  silage  into  a land  drain  which  eventually 
entered  a stream.  Owing  to  the  dry  weather  at  the  time  a serious 
nuisance  was  caused  and  the  owner  was  required  to  refrain  from  per- 
mitting such  effluent  to  enter  a stream. 

Frequent  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  examination  as 
to  plumbo  solvency.  None  of  the  samples  were  reported  on  as  having 
any  such  tendency.

Sanction  was  received  during  the  year  for  resumption  of  the 
scheme  to  convert  waste  water  closets  and  payment  of  grant  in  respect 
of  same.  The  sanction  was  restricted  to  those  structures  which  were 
insanitary  and  defective.  The  total  number  of  waste  water  closets 
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was  355,  and  it  is  hoped  that  all  of  these  will  be  converted  within 
the  next  two  or  three  years. 

During  the  year  293  bins  were  sold  by  the  Council  and  50  were 
issued  under  the  dustbin  hire  scheme.  These  bins  are  of  B.S.S. 
pattern  and  give  good  service. 

Drainage  supervision  continued,  158  old  drains  being  examined 
or  exposed  and  38  new  drains  were  tested.  A long  standing  nuisance 
at  Wilsden  was  abated  when  the  drainage  of  the  farm  concerned 
was  connected  to  the  public  sewer. 

Public  Cleansing 

The  difficulties  of  maintaining  an  efficient  cleansing  -service 
continued  during  the  year.  The  absence  of  casual  labour  and  con- 
tinued sickness  amongst  the  men,  together  with  the  award  of  a fort- 
night’s holiday  prevented  the  operation  of  the  usual  regular  service 
of  dustbin  emptying. 

Every  possible  effort  was  made  to  overcome  these  difficulties. 

With  the  arrival  of  the  new  Dennis  Refuse  Collector  delays  due  to 
mechanical  breakdowns  became  rare  and  practically  no  time  was  lost 
due  to  this  cause.  The  new  vehicle  also  enabled  me  to  dispense  with 
the  Wilsden  horse  and  cart  and  concentrate  disposal  of  village  refuse 
on  one  tip  at  Harden.  The  estimated  annual  saving  was  £250. 

The  slump  in  waste  paper  prices  continued  until  May,  1950, 
nen  it  became  evident  that  supplies  were  running  short.  By  August 
prices  had  so  well  recovered  that  it  was  decided  to  give  the  men  an 
incentive  bonus.  The  introduction  of  the  scheme  together  with  press 
publicity  resulted  in  increased  collections  and  by  the  end  of  the  year 
an  income  of  over  £300  per  month  was  secured.  The  total  amount 
of  waste  paper  collected  during  the  year  was  257  tons  and  the  revenue 
was  £1,748  with  a total  salvage  income  of  £1,788.  The  total  salvage 
income  since  1939  is  now  £27,264. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  now  concentrated  at  two  points — Gilstead 
Recreation  Ground  and  Harden  Memorial  Hall.  In  each  case  “ con- 
structional tipping  ” is  providing  sports  fields  which  will  be  an 
acquisition  to  each  village  on  completion.  Work  on  each  scheme 
should  be  completed  in  1952.  The  fears  of  the  Gilstead  residents  that 
the  tip  would  spoil  the  amenities  of  the  village  proved  to  be  un- 
founded, and  instead,  letters  of  congratulation  were  received. 

The  fourth  year  of  mechanised  street  cleansing  was  most  satis- 
factory and  in  view  of  the  great  difficulty  in  obtaining  manual  labour 
to  clean  the  streets  one  can  be  thankful  that  the  machine  was  obtained 
when  it  was. 

The  new  Karrier  Gully  Emptying  Machine  gave  satisfactory 
service  clearing  15,658  gulleys  at  a cost  of  lOJd.  per  gulley.  In  addition 
150  cesspools  were  cleansed.

16  evening  inspections  were 
made.  The  general  closing  hour  was  fixed  at  7 p.m.  for  the  winter 
months. 
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Camping  Sites 

During  the  year  revised  conditions  for  licensing  came  into  opera- 
tion. There  are  five  licensed  sites  in  the  area  and  these  are  now  full 
or  nearly  full  There  seems  to  be  an  increasing  tendency  to  occupy 
caravans  all  the  year  round  in  order  to  avoid  the  effects  of  housing 
shortage  . 

Smoke  Abatement 

93  observations  of  factory  chimneys  were  made  during  the  year 
and  two  excessive  emissions  were  dealt  with. 

A noteworthy  development  during  the  year  was  the  installation 
of  a soot  deposit  gauge  and  lead  peroxide  instrument  in  Myrtle  Park. 
The  monthly  readings  of  deposited  matter  and  sulphur  dioxide  read- 
ings are  forwarded  to  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research,  and  together  with  the  readings  from  similar  instruments 
sited  at  St.  Ives  Research  Station,  published  in  the  monthly  summary 
of  observations. 

Eradication  of  Vermin. 

During  the  year  61  inspections  were  carried  out  in  connection 
with  presence  of  vermin.  Most  of  these  visits  were  to  prospective 
tenants  of  Council  houses.  In  five  cases  verminous  conditions  were 
discovered.  16  Council  houses  were  inspected  at  the  expiration  of 
tenancies  and  one  was  found  to  be  verminous. 

The  methods  of  disinfestation  comprised  the  use  of  H.C.N., 
D.D.T.,  and  Gammexane. 

Rodent  Destruction. 

The  Council  is  the  responsible  Authority  under  the  Prevention 
of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949.  A full  time  Rodent  Operative  and 
Disinfector  was  appointed  with  a view  to  comprehensive  treatment 
of  the  whole  area. 

Two  maintenance  treatments  of  sewers  were  carried  out  during 
the  year  and  17  major  and  80  minor  infestations  dealt  with.  The 
estimated  kill  was  2,209  rats.  The  poisons  used  were  Arsenic,  Red 
Squill  and  Zinc  Phosphide. 

Canal  Boats 

During  the  year  8 canal  boats  were  inspected.  Conditions  on 
board  were  generally  good  but  the  following  contraventions  of  the 
Regulations  were  discovered.

Housing 

The  most  striking  development  during  the  year  was  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  local  Development  Plan  by  the  Planning  Authority  and  the 
inclusion  therein  of  proposals  to  sweep  away  most  of  the  cottage 
property  erected  during  the  19th  century.  Many  years 
must  elapse  before  these  proposals  can  be  put  into  effect, 
and  until  then  the  difficulties  of  maintaining  this  old  property  must 
continue.  The  continuing  rise  in  costs  of  property  repairs  coupled 
with  strict  control  of  rents  make  it  virtually  impossible  to  adequately 
maintain  cottages,  and  a slow  but  sure  deterioration  is  taking  place. 
Several  hundred  notices  are  outstanding  on  such  property  and  the  bulk 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  time  is  taken  up  in  securing  compliance 
with  same. 

Close  liaison  is  maintained  with  the  Council’s  Housing  Depart- 
ment and  full  information  is  supplied  as  regards  unfit  houses,  over- 
crowding etc.  The  provision  during  the  year  of  44  new  Council 
houses  relieved  many  of  the  worst  cases  but  little  more  than  the  fringe 
of  the  problem  has  been  touched. 

During  the  year  a full  report  was  given  to  the  Health  Committee 
on  the  derelict  clearance  areas  and  it  is  anticipated  that  powers  will 
shortly  be  forthcoming  to  deal  with  these  eyesores. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
Milk  Supply 

Considerable  time  was  spent  during  the  year  in  securing  con- 
formity with  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulation  1949  as  regards  the 
distribution  of  milk.  Not  all  the  requirements  had  been  complied  with 
by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  important  task  of  sampling  milk  in  connection  with  the 
detection  of  tubercle  infection  was  continued  and  53  samples  of  milk 
were  secured  for  this  purpose.  None  of  these  were  found  to  be  posi- 
tive. 16  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  the  Methylene  Blue  test 
in  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  and  2 were  found  to  be  below  stan- 
dard. 'I'hese  cases  were  reported  to  the  County  Milk  Production 
Officer. 
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There  are  33  distributors  of  milk  in  the  area  and  the  number  of 
distributors  licences  issued  is  as  follows: —

The  Maternity  Home,  Shipley,  is  administered  by  a Sub-Com- 
mittee under  the  Bradford  “A”  Group  Hospital  Management  Com- 
mittee. The  Sub-Committee,  of  which  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
is  a co-opted  member,  meets  monthly  at  Salt’s  Hospital  or  the 
Maternity  Home. 

No  substantial  change  was  recorded  in  day-to-day  management, 
and  General  Practitioners  in  the  area  continue  to  attend  their  patients, 
the  services  of  the  Consultant  being  available  for  consultation  and 
emergencies.  Dr.  Buckle  continues  to  attend  the  Local  Authority 
Ante -Natal  Clinic  held  each  Wednesday  forenoon  for  women  booked 
for  delivery  in  the  Home.  This  close  liaison  between  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Local  Authority,  Regional  Board  Staff,  and  the  General 
Medical  Practitioner  Service  overcomes  inherent  difficulties  in  the 
National  Health  Service  Act. 


Admissions 

Miss  Beaulah,  Matron  of  the  Maternity  Home,  has  provided  me 
with  the  following  statistics: — 

501  women  were  delivered,  280  from  Shipley,  140  from  Bingley, 
and  many  of  the  remaining  81  were  from  Baildon.  9 cases  were 
emergency  admissions  and  33  women  additionally  entered  for  ante- 
natal care.  10.36  days  was  the  average  stay  in  lying-in  beds. 

Special  Statistics 

There  were  9 forceps  deliveries  out  of  501  cases.  281  women 
were  primiparae.  There  were  16  still  births  and  4 neo-natal  deaths. 
4 women  received  blood  transfusions. 

Consultant  Service 

117  patients  were  seen  by  Mr.  Craig  ante-natally.  Total  attend- 
ances numbered  163.  Mr.  Craig  also  paid  35  women  special  visits 
in  the  Home.  Dr.  Langley,  Consultant  Paediatrician,  was  called  to 
examine  7 babies. 

Transfers 

12  patients  were  transferred  to  other  hospitals;  10  to  St.  Luke’s, 
and  2 babies  to  the  Children’s  Hospital.  473  women  received  Gas  and 
Air  Analgesia,  and  the  remainder  other  sedatives. 

The  Infant 

18  babies  were  being  artificially  fed  when  discharged  and  40 
received  complementary  feeds.  Of  24  babies  who  were  5 Jibs,  or  less 
at  birth,  21  were  discharged  alive.

In  the  Table  appended  the  discrepancy  between  the  number 
of  mothers  treated  and  those  rendered  dentally  fit,  viz.,  90  against  72, 
is  accounted  for  by  mothers  awaiting  dentures  or,  on  the  other  hand, 
when  these  have  been  supplied,  failing  to  have  all  fillings  completed.

Prematurity 

One  Health  Visitor  and  the  Relief  Midwife  were  trained  at 
Sorrento,  Birmingham,  on  a special  course  on  Prematurity.  Two  cots 
were  available  and  one  is  established  at  Salt’s  Hospital  for  Shipley  and 
Baildon,  the  other  at  Keighley  Depot  for  Bingley  and  Denholme. 

Notification  of  birth  of  premature  children  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  that  is,  children  of  5 Jibs,  and  under,  were  made  on  the 
usual  Notification  Card.  53  babies  weighed  5 Jibs,  or  less,  and  of 
these  5 died  before  the  end  of  the  year,  one  at  2 months,  one  at  16 
days,  and  the  3 others  lived  twelve  hours  or  less.  Of  the  48  survivors, 
27  were  5 lbs.  or  over  at  birth,  13  were  4 lbs.  or  over,  7 under  4 lbs., 
and  1 under  3 lbs.  Of  the  5 infants  who  died,  two  were  5 lbs.  in 
weight  and  3 were  under  3 lbs.

Health  Visiting 

The  increasing  responsibility  of  the  Health  Visitor  focused  on 
care  of  the  whole  family,  is  a service  difficult  to  maintain,  bearing 
in  mind  the  Health  Visitor’s  primary  obligation  to  mothers  and  young 
children,  her  responsibilities  in  School  Health  and  the  shortage  of 
total  establishment.  Each  Health  Visitor  should  have  a car  in  use, 
thereby  increasing  her  efficiency  and  mobility. 

Every  endeavour  was  made  to  diminish  routine  work  of  Health 
Visitors  in  the  Clinics,  substituting  as  was  appropriate  either  Assistant 
Health  Visitors  or  clerical  staff.  The  Health  Visitor  is  thereby 
enabled  to  concentrate  on  group  teaching  in  the  Clinic  and  personal 
advice  in  the  home. 

Some  reduction  in  clerical  work  can  be  effected  by  the  use  of 
voluntary  helpers  and  clerks  at  Clinics.  It  is  desirable  that  at  least 
one  half  of  the  Health  Visitor’s  time  be  spent  with  the  family  in  the 
home,  the  remainder  being  accorded  to  Clinics  and  Schools.  During 
the  year  close  liaison  has  been  maintained  with  Midwives  and  arrange- 
ments made  that  a first  visit  to  the  child  should,  if  possible,  be  a dual 
visit  of  the  Midwife  and  Health  Visitor.  The  Health  Visitor  further 
more,  in  areas  where  there  is  a Day  Nursery,  maintained  constant  con- 
tact with  the  Matron  in  relation  to  home  problems  of  the  child  in 
Nursery  attendance.  Visitation  of  the  aged  and  infirm  adult  in  the 
home  continues  and  lists  of  the  aged  in  each  Health  Visitor’s  area 
have  been  prepared,  distributed,  and  are  subject  to  periodic  revision. 

Full  advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  special  post-graduate  courses 
made  available,  and  attendances  have  been  maintained  at  the  County 
monthly  meetings  and  furthermore,  special  staff  and  Group  Health 
Visitor  meetings  have  been  conducted  at  Divisional  level. 

Much  time  was  spent  on  social  enquiries  related  to: — 

(a)  The  need  for  a Home  Help; 

(b)  Infectious  disease  enquiries; 

(c)  Admission  to  Convalescent  Homes; 

(d)  Admission  of  children  to  special  Hospitals; 

(e)  Admission  of  elderly  persons  to  Aged  Persons’  Homes, 

Hostels  and  Institutions; 

(f)  Social  enquiries  on  behalf  of  Medical  Practitioners, 

Almoners,  Welfare  Officers,  etc.

Attendances  were  well  maintained  except  when  depleted  by  ex- 
clusion for  Infectious  disease.  Authority  is  vested  in  Matron  and 
Deputy  Matron  for  exclusion,  and  one  or  other  attends  at  7 a.m.  for 
the  purpose  of  admitting  children.  Occasional  difficulties  are  en- 
countered and  Matron  then  consults  the  Medical  Officer. 

There  was  a heavy  turnover  of  the  staff  which  adds  to  the  weight 
of  office  work.  The  control  of  foods  and  ordering  of  supplies  is 
centralized  in  the  main  office.  Matron  reports  to  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer  each  Monday  with  details  of  attendances,  waiting 
lists,  priorities,  exclusions  and  other  administrative  problems.
